90,000 HOUSES 
URGED FOR OHIO 


National Agency Sets Figure 


After Making Survey 


By Th# Annodated Pre**. 
COLUMBUS. Jan. 5—Ohio will 
need at least 65,000 new housing 
units this year to take care of re­ 
turned 
veterans’ families and a 
total of 90.000 for all classes of 
families. W. H. Winkler of Chicago, 
representing the national housing 
agency, advised the urban rede­ 
velopment commission Friday. 
Mr. Winkler was reporting on a 
survey of the state’s housing needs 
at-ked by the commission several 
weeks ago. 
The report showed that house 
vacancies 
in 
Cleveland 
have 
dropped from 3.4 per cent in 1940 
to .3 per cent at the end of 1945, 
while In Cincinnati the vacancies! 
have dropped from 5.4 per cent in 
1940 to 1.1 per cent in 1945. 
The survey, Mr. Winkler said, 
showed that plenty of money and 
the fact that many persons were 
forced to purchase homes in order 
to find a place to live resulted in 
a large increase in owner-occupan- 
cy housing units. 
In Cleveland the percentage rose 
from 39 per cent In 1940 to 48.1 
per cent in 1946. 
The Dayton • Oakwood district 
rose from 41.5 to 51.5. Youngstown 
rose from 49.3 to 60.9 and Cincin­ 
nati from 31.3 to 34.3. 
The survey also showed that few 
farm laborers who came into the 
state from other elates to engage 
in war work aud even Ohio farm 
laborers who w ere attracted to ‘the 
cities by high wages are turning 
to the farms. 
According to the survey, many 
of the small cities and villages 
have an even greater housing short-
